 Clarification on blue chairs-the center is keeping our blue chairs.  The city will sell the 

library’s blue chairs. 

 Thursday morning, October 27, will be training on use of the new dishwasher. 

 The stairwell will be completed by Matt Koehler.  This will be done later when he has the 

opportunity to work on the stairs. 

 Plans are to move back into the senior center on Thursday and Friday-October 27th and 28th. 

 The new furnace is being installed.  The air conditioner will be installed later. 

 It was decided we buy a Bunn coffee maker.  Also will need to purchase two dehumidifiers 

and a 2-wheeled dolly for moving some of the center’s equipment.  Roy Cast volunteered to 

see about these purchases. 

 Elevator is still not in compliance.  New rollers and ‘eyes” for the door are needed.  This 

matter will be looked at again. 

 The numbers for September are on attached sheet. 

FINANCIAL/BUDGET REPORT: 

 Budget looked at.  Roy Cast made a motion to approve the budget, seconded by Ray Hostetler.  

Budget approved. 

NEW BUSINESS:
